Tomorrow I will be joining Katie Strand, Phil and Teresa Thompson, Bishop Cupich, and 34 others 
from our diocese on a pilgrimage to World Youth Day 2008 in Sydney, Australia. What an opportunity 
to gather with hundreds of thousands of youth and their sponsors from all around the world to 
celebrate our Catholic identity. 

World Youth Day was established by Pope John Paul II in 1986 as an annual event to reach out to 
the youth of the world. He was inspired by the massive gatherings of young people in Rome 
celebrating the Youth Jubilee in 1984 and the United Nations International Year of Youth in 1985. He 
wanted to bring together young Catholics from around the globe to celebrate and learn about their 
faith on a more regular basis. Pope John Paul II saw WYD as a way to reach out to the next generation 
of Catholics, to demonstrate confidence in them, to rejuvenate the Church and ensure that the core 
teachings of Christ are transmitted and lived. World Youth Day is a pilgrimage of faith, where young 
people from diverse backgrounds meet and experience the love of God. 

The first World Youth Day was held in Rome in 1986 on Palm Sunday. Each year since, it has been 
celebrated at a Diocesan level on Palm Sunday. Every two to three years. World Youth Day is taken to 
an international host city. Each international World Youth Day is a week-long series of events attended 
by the Pope and hundreds of thousands of young people from all over the world. The week culminates 
in a final Mass celebrated by the Pope—the actual World Youth Day. 

Some interesting WWD08 statistics: Up to 225,000 registered pilgrims are expected to take part in 
events each day, including 125,000 international visitors and 100,000 Australians. An estimated 8,000 
volunteers will help put on this event. There will be about 2,000 Priests along with 700 Cardinals and 
Bishops. Between 3,000 and 5,000 media people will be covering the event. Approximately 3.5 million 
meals will be served to pilgrims. 100,000 will sleep in 700 schools and parishes; 40,000 will be billeted 
as part of the HomeStay program; 20,000 will stay in Sydney hotels; and the remainder will make their 
own arrangements. The four official WYD08 languages are English, French, Italian and Spanish. Up to 
500,000 are expected to attend the final Mass at Randwick Racecourse and Centennial Park (which is 
open to all).
